Arrival of State Delegations 
Cheered. 


RED BANDANAS FLYING. 


Speech of the Chairman and 
General Gossip. 


Sr. Louis, June 5.—[Special.J—From early 
morning until the convention met, the streets 
of St. Louis were alive with uniformed demo- 
cratic clubs, marching behind brass bands and 
displaying banners of Cleveland and the ‘‘Old 
Roman.” When the Cleveland democracy of 
Buffalo passed down Olive street to the con- 
yention hall, behind a band of fifty pieces, 
‘playing “Dixie,” the entire populace seemed 
wild with enthusiasm. Thousands of demo- 
crats followed in their wake and cheered 
lustily for them until the walls of the conven- 
¢ion hall had shut them from view. 

l’oliowing in their footsteps came the Calu- 
met club, of Baltimore, stepping briskly for- 
ward to the well known air of ‘‘Maryland, my

THE FIRST TO ARRIVE. 

They straggled in qmetly to their seats, ap- 
parently knowing that Gray had been done 
for, an that the obsequies should be as solemn 
as possible. When W. L. Scott, heading the 
Pennsylvania delegation, came in, the strains 
of “God Save America’ were re-echoing 
through the hall, and the audience rising to its 
feet gave the personal representative of Presi- 
dent Cleveland a hearty round of applause. 
The balanee of the delegations then came in 
rapidiy, and each was cheered. Senator Gor- 
ma and Bill Morrison both slipped in unno- 
ticed, and therefore lostthe applause which 
Was awaiting them. 

The delegations had hardly. gotten seated 
before the Californians unexpectedly crystal- 
ized the sentiment of the convention, and ver- 
ified the worst fears of the Indianians, who 
have dreaded a stampede for the ‘‘old Roman’”’ 
by Warren D. English, who arose in his chair 
and fixed 

A FLAMING RED BANDANA, 
the Tliunrman emblem, to the top of the stand- 
ard, showing the location of the delegation. 
As Le made fast the knot the California dele- 
gatien sent up a victorious shout, which drew 
the attention of every one of the delegates 
from the golden gate. They mounted their 


. Chairs and swinging their hatsin one hand and 


bandanas in another hurrahed for Thurman, 
the grand old Roman, 

The immense audience soon discevered the 
cause and probably the loudest democratic 
cheers ever uttered went forth from the throats 
of the great audience. It seemed a 
cheer that could never be quelled and even 
the ladies in the galleries arose in their seats, 
flaunted their handkerchiefs and added their 
weak voices tothe chcers of the nation’s de- 
mocracy. While this cheering was goirg on, 
Mississippi, Alabama, Missouri, Oregon, Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey, New Hampshire, No- 
vada, Virginia, Florida, West Virginia, Ohio, 
Massachusetts, North Carolina, Wyoming, 
Nebraska, Wiscorisin, lowa and others hung 
the gilded tips of their standards with ban- 
danas as quickly as the emblems could be 
tied to the Jpo'es. As every bandana was 
raise:| the cheering seemed to grow uutil even 
the } ainted glass roof vibrated in unison with 
the unprecedented applause. 

THE GRAY AND BLACK MEN. 

The Indiana delegation meekly run up a 
gray hat and the Colorado delegation had to 
borrow a black stove pipe hat torun up on a 
pole as the emblem of a weak boom for B!ack. 
An enthusiast in the New York delegation 
reached the New York standard and thrust 
the bandana toward the top, when more judi- 
cious hands stayed the climbing’ delegate. A 
hurried conference tovk place in the row near 
the standard, and the impulsive delegate was 
8001) convinced that it would 
be improper for New York 
to prejudice the convention in favor of any 
candidate while the party,was taking a presi- 
dent from the empire state. 

Illinois remained calm and displayed noth- 
ing, seeming to think it best to wait for a pos- 
sibility for Morrison. Georgia was one of the 
fow delegations that displayed nothing. 

When the great burst of enthusiasm and 
cheers had ceased, after nearly a half hour’s 
continuation, the Californians again arose and 
offored three rousing cheers for Thurman, 
Which seemed to have been entered into by 
every one in the hall, except the Indianians. 

CHEERING CLEVELAND'S NAME. 

When Temporary Chairman White men- 
tioned President Cleyeland in his opening 
Speech as the reform president, the convention 
had its first chance to show what it thought of 
him. It had been said that the delegates had 
noenthusiasm for the president, but they 
showed at this mention that ft was untrue. A 
wild cheer burst over the thousands while the 
speaker was pronouncing ‘‘Grover’’ and before 
he got to “Cleveland” the latter name was 
drowned with yells. Delegates rose to their 
feet at this, and red bandanas were thrown 
up wildly, canes were waved and the conven- 
tion was in an uproar, which lasted fully 
two minutes, and was equal to that 
displayed over the bandana _ scene. 

During the call of states for commit- 
teemen, when Kentucky announced Henry 
Watterson for the committee on resolutjons 
there was a rousing cheer, but hard! yso great 
as when the Marylanders announced their pet, 
Senator A. P. Gorman, for the same commit- 
tee. Watterson and Scott have charge of the 
administration platform, but Gorman, Cooper 
and others will have a say in the platform that 
Will be adopted and the cheers given the an- 
nouncement of their names show that their

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DELEGATIONS FILING I N. 


Scenes and Incidents in Convention Hall 
Yesterday. 

Convention Hatz, Sr. Lovis, June 5,— 
The democratic national convention began to 
gather in the early hours of the morning, al- 
though the gavel of Chairman Barnui, of 
the national committee, Will not announce its 
opening until noon. The trickling stream of 
sare wee which began to run inte the big ex- 
position building as early as eight o’clock has 
grown to.a torrent, which surges in and ‘fills 
the great nave of the hall to overflowing, and 
long before noon ten thousand human faces 
£aze upon the high desk reserved for the pre- 
siding oflicer of the convention, as yet empty 
but with its gleaming white silver gavel, the 


interests for the expectant multitude. 

The noble proportions of the hall strike one 
at once with adwiration. It is oblong in 
shape, relieved upon either side by balconies, 
reaching back two hundred feet, above which, 
stretching entirely around the auditorium, is a 
broad overhanging gallery. An ample stage 
reaches from the rear of the chairman’s plat- 
form fifty feet to the last wall of the hall and 
accommodates four hundred. and forty of the 
gathered leaders and fathers of the national 
democracy, who thus are énabled to overlcok 
oiiicers, delegates and spectators. 

_The decorations are simple, but effective. 
The Stage is hung with red, white and blue 
bunting, relieved by festeons and borders of 
evergreens. Upon a pedestal on the right of 
the entrance of the stage, stands a bust of the 
president and suspended upon the face ef the 
gallery above the stage, heavily framed in gilt, 
is @large potrait of the president in oil. On 
either side are similar portraits of Cleveland, 
Hankcock, Tilden, Hendricks and ex-Gov- 
ernor Marmaduke, of Missouri. The balcony 
and gallery pillars and face of the long 
winding galleries and fronts of the balconies 
are profusely decorated with American flags in 
alternate large and short festoons, caught up 
with large red, white and blue rosettes. 
Festoons of American flags and red, whiteand 
blue bunting hung from the open woodwork 
supporting the roof and the high, graceful pil- 
lars Wiich support the rafters are bound with 
encircling garlands and ropes of evergreens. 
Gracefuliy from the capitals ofthe columns 
which uphold the gallery are drooping 
branches of cedar and pine and upon the faces 
of the columns above hang banuerettes bearing 
the arms of the siates of the union. 

In the background along the hallis a more 
elaborate atiempt at decoration. A heroic 
statue of Washington on horseback, framed 
in a festoon of large American flags, which 
are caught in the centre of the frame above 
the head of the statue, by an American shield 
surmounted by the American eagle with wide- 
Spread pinions, grasping in his talons a 
sheaf of green wheat. The _ statues 
which has the appearance of marble is highly 
relieved by a background of rich brown piush 
silk.draped curtains. The hall is amply light- 
ed in the day time by- alone skylight in the 
roof, and in the mght by four hundred 
and fifty Heisler and three hundred Edison 
incandeseent electric lamps. 

A very striking effect is producedin the 
gallery above the stage, in full sight of the 
delegates and spectators by an enormous 
shaded drawing of the capitol at Washington, 
upon a background of sky blue canvass. [Tot 
ted plants and green shrubbery are ingeni- 
ously arranged about the base of the p cture 
so as to give the effect of a teraced park, such 
as leads up to the capitol at Washincton from 
the east. The illusion is about perfect, and 
the striking picture, sixty feet lomg and 
twenty-eight feet from the base tothecap of 
the Geddess of Liberty at the summit of 
the dome, is the crowning feature of the dec- 
oration of the hall. 

Delegates’ seats 
ACTOss the nave 
stretch ninety fect in front of 
the platform. They are arranged with 
two aisles and in alphabetical order, beginning 
with the Alabama delegation at the extreme 
right front and ending with the Wiscensin del- 
egation at the extreme left front. The large 
New York delegation is nearly in the centre 
and the Pennsylvania delegation two-thirds of 
the distance back on the left hand row of seats. 
The Ohio delegation isin the extreme south- 
west corner. 

As the convention gathers a full brass band 
of sixty pieces. stationed on the west gallery, 
fills the hali with martial strains and popular 
operatic airs. The delegates straggie in last of 
all, generally by delegations, and there is some 
confusion in seating them in accordance with 
the plan arranged, but nobody appears to be 
in a hurry and everybody is good-natured. 

As noon approaches the vast audience 
watches each new-comerto catch a familiar 
face and to cheer whenever a prominent figure 
is recognized, Those in the hall who can read 
the rather dim inscriptions beneath the por- 
traits on the face of the east gallery railing, 
repeats the epigrams to his next neighbor, who 
passes them on, and soon the curiosity of the 
entire audience is sat'sfied. 

Beneath the Cleveland portrait is the famil- 
iar quotation from the president’s message: 
‘*It is a condition, not a theory, that comfronts 
us.”? Under the Tilden portrait is the motto: 
‘*‘Let there be peace and fraternity throughout 
the land.”?’ Beneath the Hendricks portrait: 
‘The necessities of war cannot be pleaded in 
time of peace.’’ Beneath the Hancock por- 
trait is written the following quotation from 
his letter of acceptance: “The great principles 
of liberty are the inheritance of the people.” 

It is at one noticed by the delegates as they 
note these familiar democratic faces and 
equally familiar and historical-democratic sen- 
timents there is a conspicuous absence of 
one man’s face in this democratic portrait gal- 
lery. The portrait of every democratic nation- 
al candidate since, and including, 1876, except 
that of ex-Governor English, of Indiana, who 
was on the ticket with Hancock in 15850, is be- 
fore the eyes of the convention, and the place 
which it would appéar should be filled by the 
English portrait is oceupied by that of ex- 
Governor Marmaduke, of Missouri. 

Some one comes iv, aud, passing down the 
stage, places an immense basket of roses on 
the stand at the right of the chairman’s desk, 
as yet unoccupied, and the incident provokes 
cheers. ; 

A notable incident of the demonstrations of 
approval, as the hourof the opening of the 
convention appreaches, is the flutter of hand- 
kerchiefs aud waving of fans by the ladies, 
who filla double row of lounges arranged 
along the front row of the two galleries, which 
have been given up almost exclusively to 
women, whose bright attire and pretty faces

Visiting clubs, with emblazoned banners, 
come in late but as each well-known organiza- 
tion is recognized they are greeted with cheers 
The Tammany hall braves were among the 
first to appear, followed closely by the New 
York county democracy anc : 
Louis organization. The Randal! club, with 
its gorgerous black and gold banner, and led 
by ‘Squire’ William McMullen, the hero of 
seven national conventions, marches in proudly 
and are generously applauded. = 

First of great national democratic figures to 
appear among the delezates is the tall form of 
the senidr senator from Indiana, Danicl W. 
Voorhees, and he is at onee rego nized and 
cheered to the echo. The Cleveland democracy 
of Buffalo, with a full brass band, playing 
“Dixie,” marched into the gallery and created 
something of a sensation, the convention burst- 
ing into applause and. cheers. which continue 
until the club bas made the circuit of the gal 
lery anid is seated. The elub’s crimson banner, 
with its conspicuous gold letters inseribing the 
president’s name, becomes at once one of the 
most conspicous and popular ornaments In the 
hall. Every manne’ ot the club wears a high 

Cleveland badge. 

het hile the Cleveland club is thus enthusing 
the convention, Hon. Stephen M. W hite, of 
California, who is to be temporary chairman 
of the convention, stepped guietly into his 
seat, a very few persons in the hall recognizing 
him.

Chairman Barnum loeks up to see what is 
zomg on above him, and when he catches 
sight of the two friendly banners nods ap- 
proval. Congressman Sco:t, his face wreathed 
in smiles, as though everything had been ar- 
ranged to his satisfaction, marched in at the 
head of the Pennsylvania delegation and leoks 
democraey upon 
; Several of them nod to 
him, and as the keystone delegates pass on to 
their scats, Mr. Scott steps in front of the s®e- 
reary’s stand and holds a brief consultation 
with some friends. 

en ae following upon Mr. Scott’s heels 
enters Henry Watterson, of the Courier-Jour- 
nal, With his coat-tail pockets bulging out sus- 
piciously, suggesting a manuscript copy of the 
platform which it is said he is preparing. He 
Stops to say a word in Mr. Seott’s ear and 
passes quietly on to his seat. At noon all of 
tie delegations have arrived at the convention 
hall except those from New York and Mis- 
souri. 

The absence of the New York..delegation 
makes a large gapin the centre of the spage 
reserved for the delegates and the convention 
waits with mingled feglings of curiosity and 
impatience for the appearance of the empire 
state § representatives. It is fifteen minutes 
before theycome into the convention, headed 
by ex-Mayor Grace, of New York city. 

Conspicuous as it marches to its place with 
the eyes of the convention fixed upon it, is the 
distinguished figure of Daniel Doughterty, who 
ig to place Cleveland in nomination, and he is 
cheered. At this moment a California dele- 
gate mounts a chair and, unfurling a red hand- 
Kerchief, places it upon the banner pole of the 
delegation. This is the signal for the appear- 
ance of hundreds of the ‘“Oid Roman's” stand- 
ard, and in almost an instant the banner-poles 
of Pennsylvania, Wisconsin, Nebraska, West 
Virginia, Florida, Utah, New Mexico, Ohio, 
New Hampshire, New Jersey, Delaware, Ore- 
gon and Nevada are decorated with red hand- 
kerchiefs, and from the galiery, baleonies and 
nave of the hall proper, red bandanas wave 
all over the auditorium. A cheer bursts from 
thousands of throats in the galleries, which is 

jcaught up by the convention, and grows in 
volume until the blare of band, trumpets and 
noise of the base drum is drowned in the great- 
er volume of the conveution’s full-throated 
yoice, 

While this flare-up of enthusiasm is in pro- 
gress, some one hoists a gray hat upon the pole 
of the indiana delegation, and the friends of 
Governor Gray now join in shouting. 

Chairman Barnum, who has advanced to a 
high desk on the platform waits for the cheers 
to subside. 

At 12:35 the vast assemblage was silenced 
by a stroke from the gavel of Chairman Bar- 
num, and the ‘democratic convention of 1888 
was formally in sessiun. 

The chairman introduced Bishop J. B. 
Granberry, of St. Louis, who opened the pro- 
ceedings with prayer. He rendered devout 
thanks for the many benejiits which this coun- 
try had received from the hands of providence ; 
prayed for the continuance of those bonnties, 
and called down the divine blessing upon the 
president and all those in authority. 

The chair then stated that aeting under the 
authority conferred upon him by the national 
democratic committee, he would present the 
convention the names of persons selected by 
the committee to preside over and officer the 
temporary organizations of the convention. 
As the secretary read the name of 5... M. Wine, 
of California, as temporary chairman, the con- 
vention greeted it with cheers, as it also greet- 
ed the name of F. O. Prince, of Massachusetts, 
as secretary. 

The reading of the list of officers having 
been concluded, the choice of the committee 
was ratified by the unanimous vote of the con- 
vention. 

The chair appointed A. P. Gorman, of Mary- 
land, C. S. Brice, of Ohio, and F. W. Dawson, 
of South Carolina, as a committee to conduct 
Mr. White to the platform. 

Having taken the chair, the new presiding 
officer was greeted with another round of ap- 
plause and cheers. Mr. White then addressed 
the convention. Although Mr. White had 
requested, by way of preface, that during the 
delivery of his speech the convention should 
preserve silence, he was frequently inter- 
rupted by applause, and once or twice was 
compelled to stop until the appiause had died 
away. He spoke with distinctness and could 
be heard all over the hall. When he men- 
tioned the name of President Creveland the 
convention arose to its feet, and, with waving 
hats and fluttering hankerchiefs cheered for 
several seconds. The mention of tariff reform 
was also cheered, and at the close of his ad- 
dress the speaker was generously applauded. 

Mr. White said: 

Gentlemen of the Convention: Profoundly > 
ful for the distinction just conferred upon me, i am, 
nevertheless, conscious that 1 have been chosen for 
this position because of your appreciation of that 
imporial® section Of our common country whence | 
conie. I can assure yon that those whom I, in part, 
represent will regard with satisfaction the recogtig 
tion which they have just received, not because oi 
any uneommen ability or influence of mine, but 
for the reason that this is the only occasion in the 
history of our national convention in which 
the FPacifie slope has been accorded 
such an honor. California was acquired 
under democratic rule; it becalme a 
commonwealth uuder democratic auspices, It is, 
therefore, fitting that the bestowal of this tavor 
should emanate from the organization wiose palri- 
otism and courage gave her to the American union, 
and that party should be first to press with parental 
fondness the children of those who knocked, and 
did not knock in vain, for admission to the priviieges 
a syn you, mot merely as democrats, but 
as American citizens, on the encouraging Circum- 
stances which attend the inauguration of our pro- 
ceedings. For the first time fora period covering 
more thana quarter of a century, & democratic 
national convention is held whiie the affairs of 
government are conducted by a democratic @amin- 
istration. : : . 

Up to the late presidential election the republican

Curiously enough references in the speech to 
Tilden, failed to arovse any marked enthusi- 
asm and none of the New York delegation ap- 
planded the mention of that once utspiring 
hame. 

At the conclusion of Mr. White’s speech 
Governor Green, of New Jersey, offered a reso- 
lution adopting the rules of the preceeding 
convention as thé rules of the present conven- 
tion subject to the following modification: 

: That in voting tor candidates for president and 
Vice president, no sate shall be allowed to change 
its vote until the roll cali of states has teen made 
and every state has cast iis vote. 

The resolution was adopted, after a point of 
order raised by Mr. Scheewalter, of Missouri, 
that it was not in order until a report had been 
made by the committee on credentials had 
been overruled by the chair. 

Then Thomas M. Patterson, of Missouri, 
rose and, craving the indulgence of the con- 
vention in behalf of the state of Colorado, 
presented to the convention a gavel manufac- 
tured of Colorado silver, richly chased and 
burnished. It was, he said, a modest offering 
from a younger member of the federal union 
to that party which had restored silver to that 
high plane from which it had been degraded 
by the congressional conspiracy of 1873 and 
which had ever since remained its constant 
Champion. Let the announcement be made 
throughout the civilized world, through the 
Silvery tone of the gavel, of the second and 
unanimous nomination of the people’s choice 
for president, Grover Cleveland. {Loud ap- 
plause. | 

Chairman White, in accepting the gavel, 
pleasantly remarked that as far as the gavel 
would doit the convention would have to be 
ruled by silver. [Appiause.] 

The chair then recognized Senator German, 
of Maryland, who presented a resolution pro- 
viding that the roll of states be called, and 
that each state name amember 6f the com- 
mittee on credentials,a member of the coin- 
mittee on permanent érganization, and a mem- 
ber of the committee on resolutions, and that 
all resolutions relating to the platform bo re- 
ferred to the committee on resolutions without 
debate, 

The resolution was adopted and the states 
proceeded to make the following appoint- 
ments:

SEATS FOR THE CLUBS. 
A Litile Racket Over the Distribution of 
Tickets. 

Sr. Lovis, June 5.—A good deal of feeling 
was developed in the convention this afternoon 
shortly tehore adjournment, by a resolution 
offered by an Iowa delegate, that during the 
recess of the convention the hall be opened for 
the inspection of visiting clubs. An Ohio del- 
egate moved toamend by instructing the ber- 
geant-at-arms to invite and find seats in the 
convention for every uniformed democratic 
club who comes from other states.

Louis for their princely hospitality, and I think 
these clubs ought to be y;ermitted to have seets in 
this convention during tne deliberations of this 
body. {Loud cheers.} I understand that upon yes- 
terday 4,000 tickets were distributed to members of 
the chamber of commerce of this city. They ought 
to have been distributed to the members of the dem- 
ocratic clubs, whoare bere from Chicago, Cincia- 
nati, and from New York. |Lond cheers and ‘good, 
good.”’] I therefore insist that we owe it to those 
democratic clubs to extend to them the courtesy of 
the convention.

St. Louts, June 5.—[Special.]—~—The Georgia 
delegation took the pill prescribed for it by the 
state convention and this morning elected Col- 
onel Estill as national committeeman, though 
it made a wry face in the swallow. Light 
votes held out, and a majority would have 
been easily obtained for Richardson had he not 
gotten up in the meeting and positively refused 
to allow the use of his name and begged his 
friends to support Estill. 

The delegation. assembled at 10 o’clock for 
the purpose of electing Colonel Walsh's suc- 
cessor. 

Jack Spalding nominated Richardson, 
which was seconded by Judge Twiggs, of Au- 
gusta, and was seconded by Flem du Bignon. 
In his remarks Mr.‘: Richardson announced 
that hewas positively not in the race, and 
wanted his friends to vote for Estill, to whom 
he was unchangeably committed. Notwith- 
standing this Messrs. Spalding, Womack, Man- 
deville, Twiggs, Evans, Sheffield, McBride 
and Howard, voted for Richardson, and 
Messrs. Berner, Yow, Dessau and Weeks 
stated that they did not at his personal 
request. Thus Colonel Estill is]jGeorgia’s 
national committeeman for the next four 
years. 

THE VICE-PRESIDENT AND THE TARIFF 

are the two things which make the ali-absorb- 
ing topics of conversation today, and around 
the subjects all discussion centers. The news 
of a republican victory in Oregon was urged by 
the Gray men,who argued that it settled all 
hopes of the democracy securing control of the 
senate, and hence the danger of nominating a 
man so feeble that he was liable to die any 
day, thus again giving the vice-presidency to 
the republicans. 

It is observed that the south is going slow in 
the Thurman movement, and during the 
Thurman rally in the convention today, com- 
paratively few southerners hoisted the Thur- 
man colors) While it is believed that the 
south will be almost unanimously for him, 
most of its délegates are moving cautiously. 

The Georgia delegation quietly looked on this 
morning, but 

DID NOT JOIN IN 

the Thurman enthusiasm. Ex-Senator Bar- 
row is violently opposed to him, and many of 
the other delegates think that it is unfortunate 
that the suggestion of his name hasmet with 
such enthusiasm. All of them, however, 
think that there is no question as to his nomi- 
nation. 

The mild support which Ohio is giving 
Thurman does not augur well for his béme 
strength. There is no doubt but that thé Ohio 
delegates are ready tostab himat ay time, 
and if it becomes apparent that his womination 
is not within the bounds of reasonable cer- 
tainty they will most probably desert him—at 
least enough of them to take away the prestige 
of the home support—and yet, notwithstand- 
ing all this, Thurman is 

GROWING CONSTANTLY STRONGER 
and his nomination is but a question of time.

that Thurman is the strongest man in the 
party in New Jersey and that Cleveland and 
Thurman would sweep New Jersey by an over- 
whelming majority. ‘‘We in the east don’t 
know anything alout Gray,’ he continued, 
‘‘and then we want aman whoisa democrat 
to the backbone and who is not imbued with 
such stuff as civil service reform,’’ etc. 

James B. Retallic, of the Ohio delegation, is 
leading the fight against Thurman in the state 
delegation, and says that such a nomination 
would be suicidal. 

‘Why do you oppose Thurman?” I asked. 

‘‘For one thing, he is too old.”’ 

“For another thing ?’’ 

‘‘Well, foranother thing, I donot think he 
can carry a single doubtful state for us, I 
am a democrat and have been.one a)! my life.

WORKING FOR STEVENSON. 

Retallic lives in Thurman’s own district and 
is one of the strongest democrats in the 
district. A strong influence is _ being 
brought to bear from Washington fer 
Stevenson for vice-president and many con- 
gressmen are communicating with their home 
delegates in his behalf. Congressmen Blount 
and Grimes, of Georgia, have written strong 
letters to the Georgia delegation urging 
Stevenson as its choice and pressing on his 
strength and availability. Three-fourths of 
the democratic members of congress are suid 
to be for him, and they are active in his be- 
half, though their support c8mes too late. 

THE PROSPECT OF A TARIFF FIGHT 
has stirred up the extreme tariff reformers and 
they have held several close caucuses during 
the day, and are ready for any emergency. 

To the astonishment of nearly everybody, 
the New York delegation chose Cooper for the 
gommittee on resolutions, and the Maryland 
delegation did likewise with Gorman. This 
looks inconsistent with the acts of extreme 
tariff reform states, and the question arises, 
are the above choices significant?

TARIFF REFORM. 


Mr. Watterson Says the President’s Message 
Must Be Indorsed. 


Sr. Lovis, June 5.—There is a plan, and one 
backed by very influential party leaders, to 
simply re-atlirm the tariff plank of 1884, and 
omit all reference to the president’s message. 
Henry Watterson, who is chairman of the 
committee on resolutions, said of the scheme: 

“The old enemy of revenue reform in a new 
disguise is on the ground, as tireless and sleep- 
less and expert as ever in his purpose to con- 
fuse the democratic counsels and to play in the 
hands of protectionisin. At Chicago the party 
was taken by surprise, because the work of 
packing the platform committee had proceed.

Good Toads. 

In the presentments of the grand jury of 
Bibb county we find some remarks on the 
subject of public roads that are true enough 
and suggestive enough to attract the atten- 
tion of every thoughtful citizen of the state. 
The grand jury say: 

The first and most important thing to be done in 
the settlement of anew country, as well asinthe 
building up of a great city, is to open up their high- 
ways and lay out their avenues and sircets. When 
this is done properly and everything made aitrac, 
tive, then follows asa matter of course the houses, 
the population and the enterprises. The intelligent 
emigrant, the shrewd business; man and wide iwake 
capitalist will always be found seeking homes, in 
vesting money and planting enterprises in that 


country which offers the best facilities for market2 
schoolsand churches. The real estate values of | 
every county in Georgia are aflected directly by the | 
character of its public roads and bridges, and 
whether viewed from a city or a country stand- 
point, the effect isthe same. Good roads bring peo- 
ple from the country to the cities, while bad roads 
keep them at home and away from the markets 
they would otherwise enjoy. There can be no con- 
flict of interest as between the city and country on 
this great question. That which is to the interest 
of one is to the interest of all; and the fact that the@ 
city of Macon pays about seven-eighths ofall the 
taxes collected in Bibb county, only makes it the 
more important for the city merchan's to look after 
thecondition of the county roads; and, boast and 
bluster as we may, there can néver be any real pro- 
gress and prosperity in Georgia until we have better 
public roads, and we will never have them under 
the oid fashioned Single tooth rake and garden hoe 
system. <A lazy man won't work the public road for 
nothing, aud the industrious farmer can't aflord to 
doit. While other influences may have had some- 
thing to do with working out the results as recently 
shown by the tax digest of this state—it is neverthe- 
less a remarkable fact that those six counties in 
Georgia whose public roads are worked constant) 
and systematically by their own convicts, are the 
six counties which show the largest increase of 
values on their reai and personal property. We re- 
fer tothe conutiesof Chatham, Richmond, Musco- 
gee, Floyd, Fuiton and Bibb. 

These are truths that Time CONSTITUTION 
has been trying to impress on the people of 
Georgia for several years. The relation be- 
tween prosperity and good roads are very 
close indeed. Where there are good roads, 
the community or the neighborhood is al- 
ways prosperous above the average. 

jut there can never be good roads in 
Georgia until the present system is changed.

Once a year the road commissioners or over- 
seers serve notice on those who are liable to 
road duty, as the phrase is, and then there 
isa gathering that rivals the old-time mus- 
ters of the Georgia militia. Indifferent 
white men, thriftless negroes, and young 
boys who have been hired as substitutes. 
There is a pick gang and a shovel gang. 
The pick gang digs up the mud in the 
ditches, and the shovel gang throws it out 
into the middle of the highway.

times they get at their worst, and then the 
wagons and other vehicles.take to the woods 
or fields to avoid the sits and mud holes 
that the road workers have made. In the 
course of time, these ‘‘turn-outs’’ become a 
part of the public highway, and then the 
road woxKkers proceed to ruinthem. The 
grand jury of Bibb go on to say: 

That city in Georgia which has left all others far 
behind in the great race for prominence and im- 
provement is found to be the city which bas spent 
the most money on her streets during the last five 
years, She has concentrated, as it were, her money 
and her energy on her streetss, and the results are 
not to be wondered at. We refer with pride to the 
capital of our state, whose example in this particu- 
lar might well be emulated By every city and town 
in the country. The extraordinary efforts made by 
those people to build for theggselves a great City, 
have some time had the appearance of extraya- 
gance; but experience has taught that there can be 
no such thing as an extravagant appropriation of 
money on streets and Foads so long as it is honestly 
and judiciously expended, We are informed that 
the entire cost of keeping up over two hundred 
miles of road in this county, under the present £Ys- 
tem, has not exceeded, on an average, $6,000 per 
antuim forthe last three years, This we regard as 
but a trifling expense as compared with the work 
done and the great benefits derived.

Destructive Fire in Columbia,

Jones & Robertson’s Warehouse Destroyed 
Thirteen Hundred and Fifty Bales 
Consumed— Loss About 865,000. 


Cotumst, 8. C., June 5.—[Special.]—At 7 
o’clock this evening, fire broke out in the cot- 
ton warehouse of Jones & Robertson, near the 
wnion depot in the southwestern part of the 
city. In afew moments the fire had covered 
the rear part of the building and the open 
platform. The engines were promptly on the
